(EDITORIAL) 
O 
NE TROUBLE with this campaign ti.at is waging in 
Oklahoma is that one faction has been so busy fighting 
the other that they have had very little time to say 
anything about their own candidate. 
The supporters of 
Scott Ferns have said much less about their candidate than 
his record will warrant. "They have claimed less for him 
than they are entitled to claim. 
The fact that Gore's war 
record is the issue of tne contest has caused a silence con­ 
cerning Ferris, that seems strange when one recalls the 
prominent place Ferris has occupied in the affairs of the 
nation. 
The record of the past five years shows that Ferris has 
been recognized everywhere as one of the leading men of 
the nation. His high standing as a congressman and politi­ 
cal leader was never challenged 'till the presept bitter con­ 
test made it another candidate's interest to deny the merit 
of Scott Ferris. So high had Ferris risen in public estima­ 
tion that three years ago Harlow's Weekly (now supporting 
Gore) delcared that the democracy of Oklahoma was just 
beginning to realize what a valuable asset it had in the 
Lawton congressman. 
Twelve years ago Scott Ferris was beginning his con­ 
gressional service as the youngest man in congress. 
It 
means something to reach our national house of represen­ 
tatives at an earlier age than any other of 450 men.

were burned to death here today 
when a plane, piloted by Browne, 
fell abou^t seventy-five 
feet 
and 
burst into flames immediately after 
taking off from the Chamber of 
Commerce field. 
Browne and Burleson left -Post 
Field this morning and flew here. 
.They were beginning the return 
journey when the accident occurred. 
Both bodies were charred beyond 
recognition . 
Friends of the dead airmen who 
were at the field to bid them good­ 
bye jokingly remarked upon the fly­ 
ing qualities of the ship which was 
to be used on the return journey. 
Burleson is said to have replied: 
“This boat is nothing more than a 
coffin without handles." Ten min­ 
utes later the ship was a blazing 
mass and its two passengers were 
being burned to a crisp. 
A letter was found in the left hip 
pocket of Browne’s uniform, the 
only portion of the clothing of 
either of the two men which was 
not entirely destroyed, 
from his 
motlier, postmarked San Antonio. 
Only the torsos remained of the 
two bodies when they were removed 
from the wreck.

HE tidal wave which swept down 
the Republicans in the congres­ 
sional elections of 1874 still was run­ 
ning so strongly in the campaign of 
1876 that Rutherford B. Hayes himself 
never was confident of his success. 
Nor was the country surprised to read 
in the headlines the morning after elec­ 
tion that Tilden, the Democratic candi­ 
date, had won the race. 
The Republican national headquar­ 
ters In New York city shut up shop 
early election night, and the Repub­ 
lican campaign managers went to bed 
resigned to defeat. 
Tilden was elected on the face of 
the returns, with 203 electoral votes 
to 106 for Hayes, and had also a 
plurality of 250,000 in the popular vote. 
Hts election indeed rested on the same 
basis as Cleveland's in 1884 and Wil­ 
son's In 1916. But in 1876 tile Repub­ 
licans had not yet acquiesced in the 
rappression of the negro vote In the 
South. And if the negroes had not 
been “persuaded” by various means 
from going to the polls, Tilden could 
not have been elected.

So qui­ 
etly, so coldly, so ^dramatically did

Compromise was necessary to save 
the government from chaos and the 
country from another Civil war. The 
bitter dispute was left to 15 men, one- 
third of whom were senators and an­ 
other

representatives, 
equally divided between the parties. 
To guarantee a calm, judicial decision 
the remaining third were justices of 
the Supreme court. 
Nevertheless, the commission pro­ 
ceeded to decide every essential ques­ 
tion in favor of Hayes by a strict party 
vote of 8 to 7. Alas, the psrtisao 
seal of that feverish hour burned just 
as fiercely beneath the gowns of the 
justices as under the frock coats of 
the legislators. 
The judgment of the commission 
was without force in law until adopted 
by the two opposing bouses, and some 
disappointed Democrats in the house 
balked at ratifying the decision against 
Tilden. But representatives of Hayes 
whispered to certain southern Demo­ 
crats in a secret conference at Worm- 
ley’s hotel that if they would let the 
Republicans have the presidency, the 
Republican president would let them 
have thcftr own state governments. The

his feet it was- seen that he had 
developed a genuine case of blind 
staggers. 
Another deputy after some hesi­ 
tation sampled the spring water and 
to his astonishment discovered that 
the water was nothing but peach 
brandy a hundred per cent pure and 
registering a most powerful kick.
